OLD MISSION TO BE REPRODUCED 

Not a Penny to Be Paid for Edifice 
to Be Built 

A temple of faith that spans a gap 
of nearly a century and a half is to 
be erected at Simons, seven miles 
from I.os Angeles. It is in the nature 
of a Christmas gift to the Catholic 
faith, for not a penny is to be paid to 
any one for any part of it. The site is 
donated by Mrs. Arcadia de Baker, 
one of the heirs of the Dominguez 
estate; the materials are donated by 
a local brick company and the plans 
by well-known architects. The church, 
which is to be known as the Church 
of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, will 
exactly reproduce the most character¬ 
istic features of the San Gabriel and 
San Luis Rey missions. Like them, it 
will be built entirely by the personal 
labor of Franciscan priests, under the 
direction of Father Raphael Fuhr, and 
500 Mexicans and Indians whom this 
new mission is designed to serve. One 
of those who will assist in the build¬ 
ing is Clara Citales, 97 years old, who 
is the only living person who assisted 
in the erection of the Church of Our 
Lady of the Angels, from whch Los 
Angeles was named.

NEW PASSENGER j 
TRAIN SERVICE! 


Railroad passengers communication 
between this city and Niles, via the 
Dumbartion bridge, was established 
Tuesday morning when the first regu¬ 
lar train to carry passengers made the 
trip from the Alameda shore. 

There were a number of passengers 
from Niles and way stations, bound 
for San Francisco. The train arrived 
at 9 and after a visit of 23 minutes the 
passengers boarded the Salinas train 
for San Francisco. At present the 
time consumed in the journey from 
Niles to San Francisco by way of this 
city is one hour and forty-three min¬ 
utes, which is a few minutes less than 
going by way of Oakland. Later it is 
expected that a change will be made 
in the time schedule by which at least 
twenty minutes will be saved, cutting 
down the time to San Francisco to one 
hour and twenty-three minutes. 

Among the passengers Tuesday 
morning was a well known business 
man from the Alameda side who ex¬ 
pressed himself as highly pleased with 
the new transportation arrangement. 

“There is no doubt,” he said, “but 
what the greater portion of the travel 
from in and about Niles to San Fran¬ 
cisco will cross the Dumbarton bridge 
and go by way of your city and coun¬ 
ty, which attords scenic advantages 
far superior to our side of the bay. Be¬ 
sides we can make the trip in less 
time and with greater convenience.

W. Morgan Shuster, the American 
Treasurer-General of Persia, has been 
notified of his dismissal from that of¬ 
fice. This follows the decision of the 
National Council and the Ministry to 
•ubmit to the demands contained in 
the Russian ultimatum. The Cabinet 
intimated to Shuster that they would 
communicate to him later their plans 
for turning over his accounts to a suc¬ 
cessor. 

A massacre has been going on in 
Resht according to official Persian 
telegrams received in London. These 
state that 500 Persians were killed by 
the Russians, many of them being 
women and children. The people, it 
is said, have been exhorted not to 
fight, and not to give the slightest 
provocation, but the massacres still 
continue. Resht is the capital of the 
province of Chilan, and has 40,000 in¬ 
habitants. The Government house has 
been bombarded and many Govern¬ 
ment officials and police have been 
killed. Private houses have been de¬ 
molished. 

Advices received from Tabriz, in 
Persia, say that the Russian troops 
have been forced to abandon the 
Russo-Persian Bank, which is situated 
in the principal bazar and which they 
have hitherto been protecting. There 
is about $150,000 in specie lying in the 
hank, which is now entirely without 
a guard. 


Arthur Lewis, the twenty-two-year- 
old defendant who is charged with the 
murder of Helen Rumball, at Oroville, 
took the stand in his own defense and 
in his direct testimony admitted visit¬ 
ing the attic where the girl was tied 
up. He stated that his sister, Mrs. 
Rumball, who is also charged with 
murdering the girl, had told him that 
she had tied the girl there to punish 
her for disobedience. The purpose of 
his visit, he stated, was to induce the 
girl to say that she was sorry for her 
unruliness and thus secure her release. 

The defendant admitted that the girl 
had been beaten with a strap and 
drenched with a bucket of water by 
the stepmother in the morning. He 
also admitted a part of the conversa¬ 
tions held between him and the nurse, 
Mrs. Plantz, and denied other parts. 
He denied that he had told her “dead 
men tell no tales.” 

He admitted burning a bloody gag, 
but stated that it was at the sugges¬ 
tion of Mrs. Plantz. He also testified 
that she had told him that If she had 
been called before Dr. Turner, she 
would have certified that death was 
due to heart disease and hushed the 
whole matter up.

“Jimmie” Regan, the pioneer dry 
goods merchant of San Bruno, moved j 
to Redwood City a little over a month ' 
ago, thinking he could do a better! 
business there. He is now back at his ; 
old stand here where before he thought 
all was barren. It pleases him to see 
many of his former patrons troop over j 
his threshold and admire his new; 
stock. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry Grady gave a 
dinner to a large number of guests in 
the afternoon of Christmas day. Those 
present were Mrs. Orcutt and two sons 
and twodaughters latelyfrom the east, 
John Orcutt of Han Francisco, brother- 
in-law of Mrs. Orcutt, It. Dickson, 
Warren and James Custer and Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Grady and three 
daughters. It is useless to try and 
describe the dinner. There was all 
that anyone could desire and more too. 
Old Han la also gave many presents 
to the Grady household. 

A concrete contractor of practical 
experience says that a sixty-inch con¬ 
crete tube can be laid in the Han Mateo 
avenue ditch and the ditch fronting on 
Mission boulevard and Huntington 
Park for $2 or less per foot. The dis¬ 
tance on Han Mateo avenue is 1500 feet 
and Mission road 400 feet.

Han Bruno has not been on the map 
long enough for many of her citizens 
to gain a reputation for doing great 
things in any one particular line of 
activity. But H. Lombardi has built 
up a large dairy industry by his own 
efforts in a few years. He now owns 
200 cows, all fed in the latest, up-to- 
date manner. Each man he employs 
milks thirty cows and attends to same. 
Mr. Lombardi is introducing dry 
powdered beet meal instead of pulp as 
food for the cows. The meal is clean 
to handle and no offensive odor or dis¬ 
gusting appearance. He also has a 
modern cooler and all the equipment 
that goes with a well regulated dairy. 
Mr. Lombardi is a good friend of Han 
Bruno and has always taken great in¬ 
terest in its welfare and deserves the 
success he is reaping. 

For a second time within a few 
months the safe of the Han Bruno post- 
ottice has been robbed. Last Sunday 
evening between six and seven o’clock 
a burglary of the safe was undoubted¬ 
ly planned by one or more persons. 
The only clew left was a four-pound 
hammer which was found on the floor 
in front of the safe. Any other tools 
that they might have had to effect the 
breaking of the lock disappeared with 
the burglars. Joe Maloney who was 
on duty all day attending the mail de¬ 
livery quit his labors at 6 o’clock and 
closed the business of the day in that 
department. It is customary to 


place all money and valuables In 
the safe Saturday afternoon, as the 
money order business isclosed and the 
safe is not opened again until Monday 
: following G. A. Coulter, the pharma¬ 
ceutist of the drug store, and who 
also has charge of the postollice, closed 
the store shortly after 6 o’clock as is 
his custom and engaged himself at 
supper at the Hathaway hostelry, a 
short distance from the premises. At 
quarter to 7 he returned through the 
rear door and his attention was attract¬ 
ed by a shullling of feet in the direc¬ 
tion of the office,but as it is customary 
for people to gather there while exam- 
ing their boxes for mail he paid no at¬ 
tention to the noise. The postoffice is 
an adjunct of the drug store and the 
door leading from the store to the post- 
office is always open. Ingress by the 
robber was obtained through the rear 
door of the drug store. Although it 
was locked, a skeleton key was used 
to effect an entrance and whoever it 
was seemed familiar with all of the 
details and habits of those employed 
on the premises. The safe is an old 
fashioned affair and obsolete so far as 
safety is concerned. The combination 
has never been changed,owing to a de¬ 
fect, through the administration of 
three different postmasters and various 
attaches employed during the last 
three years. Mr. Coulter, on approach¬ 
ing the cash register in the drug store, 
was surprised to see the empty drawer 
which contained the money and as he 
thought to be securely locked in the 
safe now lying on the show case of the 
store. He could not account for it as 
he had himself locked the safe early 
in the afternoon. He hurriedly in¬ 
vest igated the safe and found that it 
had been opened by means of the com¬ 
bination. Officers were at once noti¬ 
fied and Constable Jim Wallace and 
Marshal H. W. Kneeseof South Han 
Francisco were soon on the spot and 
remained during the night investigat- 
ingseveral clews that looked supicious. 
Ho far as known the robbery is still a 
mystery. The burglar escaped by un¬ 
locking a door in the lobby of the post- 
office. His intention was to rifle the 
contents of the cash register, but was 
frightened away by the return of the 
druggist. The drawer robbed contain¬ 
ed $85. A bag containing $15 in pen¬ 
nies, and also the stamps were unmo¬ 
lested. Another drawer in the safe 
containing $130 was overlooked. The 
presumption is that the burglary was 
committed by an old offender and an 
expert at the game by providing him¬ 
self with the necessary tools would 
have no difficulty in smashing the 
lock, but while examining the lock 
accidently hit on the combination and 
the door yielded without further effort. 
Each of our local sleufhs now have an 
opportunity to distinguish himself as 
a modern Sherlock Holmes and their 
ability in this direction is looked for¬ 
ward with interest.

ANOTHER FERRY 
BOAT TO BE BUILT 


Another ferry steamer for San Fran¬ 
cisco bay, making three to be construct¬ 
ed by the Southern Pacific Company 
within dyenr, will glide into the water 
from the ways on the Oakland estuary 
shortly after the first of the year. The 
now ferry steamer will be christened 
the Alameda and the Southern Pacitic 
will then have three of its ferryboats 
named after the important cities of 
that county. The new ferry boat is a 
part of the provision being made to 
take care of the increased traffic an¬ 
ticipated during the Panama Pacific 
Exposition to be held in San Francis¬ 
co during 1915. 

The Alameda is being constructed 
at the company’s shipyards at Oak¬ 
land. The hull is to be of steel and 
the superstructure frame. The new 
vessel is slightly smaller than the 
steamer Berkeley but it will have 
greater speed. Another characteristic 
of the Alameda will be two indepen¬ 
dent compound engines of 1250 horse¬ 
power each, located on either side of 
the boat, one engine for each paddle 
wheel. The thoroughfare on the main 
deck will be located in the center of 
the steamer. There will be a seating 
capacity tor 2052 persons and all of 
the interior will be in walnut and 
teakwood. 

There will be four eighteen foot life¬ 
boats, constructed of galvanized iron, 
located on each end of the steamer. 
The restaurant and crew's quarters 
will be situated below the main deck. 
Every part of the new steamer will be 
of the most modern construction.

PREMIER ACCEDES 
TOJEMANDS 

To Call National Assembly to 
Decide Form ot Government 

A Pekin dispatch says that after 
conferring with the imperial Princes 
and nobles. Premier Yuan Shi Kai has 
sent a cablegram to Tang Shao Yi, his 
representative at the peace conference 
at Shanghai, accepting in principal 
that the proposed national convention 
should decide whether China shall be 
transformed into a republic or remain 
a monarchy. 

A rupture of the negotiations at 
Shanghai is expected any moment. 
The republican extremists are clamor¬ 
ing for the resumption of hostilities, 
while the imperialists continue the 
concentration of troops. 

As no reply has been received by 
Tang Shao Yi to his dispatch to Pre¬ 
mier Yuan Shi Kai pointing out that 
the acceptance of the idea of a re¬ 
public is the only means of securing 
peace, the revolutionaries are prepar¬ 
ing vigorously for the immediate elec¬ 
tion of a President of the republic 
and the organization of the govern¬ 
ment without any further notice being 
taken of Pekin. 

The conference held between Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen, the proposed President, 
and Wu Ting Fang, the chief of the 
revolutionary delegates at the peace 
conference, resulted in a complete 
agreement between the two leaders, 
and the revolutionaries are now show¬ 
ing a more united front than ever. 
Nanking is regarded as a suitable 
place for the capital of the new re¬ 
public.

C. Giffen, a retired Presbyterian min¬ 
ister, died of heart failure at Fresno. 

Mrs. R. A. Russell, 82 years of age 
and living at 1607 High street, Ala¬ 
meda, was seriously injured when 
thrown from an automobile in a col- j 
lision with a Southern Pacific electric 
train. 

Judge A. S. Ormsby, Justice of the 
Peace at Walnut Creek, has an 
nounced that he will accept the posi¬ 
tion of Assistant District Attorney, to 
fill the place vacated by the resigna¬ 
tion of T. D. Johnson. 

Considerable increase in the num¬ 
ber of patients received in county hos- ;

Stirred to a state of intense excite¬ 
ment by the sworn testimony regard 
ing their alleged custom of selling 
marriageable girls to the highest bid¬ 
ders, the 3000 members of the Russian 
colony at Los Angeles are preparing 
to file a monster protest with Govern¬ 
or Johnson asking for a complete in¬ 
vestigation by State office: s and a vin¬ 
dication of their race. 

A mass meeting of Russians has 
been called to further combat the 
effect of tiie sensational testimony of 
seventeen-year-old Elsie Navikoff in 
the Juvenile Court. On the other 
hand, the Juvenile officers and others 
who are pushing the investigation, 
state that their activities have re¬ 
sulted in laying bare a widespread 
traffic in brides. 

They claim that when the case is 
called for trial they will have at least 
a dozen witnesses to prove that the 
bartering of young girls for from $200 
to $500 a head is customary among 
the Russians of that place. It is 
further asserted that some of these 
witnesses are husbands who have se¬ 
cured their brides by cash payment.

John Gutleben, superintendent of 
Lincoln Park, Alameda, was run down 
and seriously injured by an automo¬ 
bile on Fernside boulevard.

Burglars entered the San Bruno 
postoffice and rifled the registry re¬ 
ceipts drawer of $80. A large amount 
of money in a nearby drawer was un¬ 
molested. No effort was made to blow 
the safe open. It is believed that the 
robbery was the work of inexperi¬ 
enced persons. 

That Abraham Ruef will be paroled 
from San Quentin Prison, where he is 
serving a fourtfcen-year term for bri¬ 
bery, within the next two months, is 
the confidential statement made by a 
well-known San Francisco business 
man, who a short time ago visited 
Ruef at the penitentiary. 

Inspector Kuhn, representing the 
Federal Health Office In San Fran¬ 
cisco, has opened headquarters at 
Stockton at the request of City Health 
Officer S. W. R. Langdon, and will 
conduct a campaign against rats. 
There is no reason, however, to sus¬ 
pect the presence of bubonic germs. 

To provide the money for the be¬ 
quest of charity of two-thirds of the 
$1,500,000 estate left by the late John 
Wright Hunt, the Angelus Hotel will 
soon be sold and the proceeds, about 
$1,000,000, devoted to the building and 
maintenance of a great orphan asylum, 
to be known as the John Wright Hunt 
Memorial. 


Defeated and stripped of former 
arrogance and pride, General Bernardo 
Reyes, Mexico's one-time greatest 
military leader and more recently 
leader of a revolt that threatened to 
tear the country from border to bor¬ 
der, surrendered at Linares, Mexico, 
but later was given his liberty on his 
word that he would not leave the city. 
He surrendered officially to General 
Trevino, a personal enemy for years. 
The climax to Reyes’ unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts to recruit an army came when 
a small body of his followers engaged 
in a skirmish with about an equal 
number of the federate and at the 
first shots the rebels took to their 
heels. No one was killed. 

Hearing that these few men, whom 
he believed faithful and brave fight¬ 
ers, had run from the smell of powder 
and the crack of the enemy’s rifles, 
completely disheartened the old Gen¬ 
eral and he gave up. 

Death may be the penalty General 
Reyes will pay for his effort to over¬ 
throw President Madero. The least he 
can expect is 10 years’ imprisonment. 
Mexican lew provides these extremes 
for the crime of inciting rebellion. It 
is not generally believed that the ex¬ 
treme penalty will he inflicted, but a 
term in the penitentiary for the ven¬ 
erable prisoner, with his 74 years, will 
doubtless he the equivalent. 

A military court, drawn by lot from 
those eligible to serve, will pass judg¬ 
ment on him. 

The surrender of General Reyes, it 
is believed in the City of Mexico 
marks the end of the most perplexing 
problem yet brought before the Ma¬ 
dero Government. Seemingly, all err 
the country recently have spru; g 
small revolts, and most of them we e 
in the name of the former military 
leader of the country. 

His following in Mexico was con¬ 
sidered very strong for years, and to 
this was attributed much of the appre¬ 
hension of the Government when he 
started his revolution. He formerly 
was Governor of the State of Nuevo 
Leon and later chief of the Mexican 
army.
